The cors ige was, as usual, open 
en cour, with half lon eleeves, and was 
trimmed with lace; its dress of pale 
rose colored silk was decorated 
with flounces and trimming of 
point applique, which looked very ordi- 
naty in comparison with lhe sp.endors 
of the richer laces. There were, also, 
dresses trimmed with antique laces, 
which had descended to the bride from 
some one of her royal ancestors, curicus 
cobweb-like fabrics, but lacking the 
dainty beauty of artistic desigh which 
marks the lace of the present day. The 
costliest add most superb article in the 
trosseau was displayed on a table in the 
center of the room. . Itwassiunic¢ or 
overskirt of the royal point d’Alencon, 
of incomparable flaeness and beauty of 
design. This splendid and regal fabric 
had employed ten workmen for eight 
years, and had cost $10,000, The pattern 
was dahlias, forget-me-nots, and ferns, 
grouped with marvelous grace, and en- 
circled vy a dainty tracery of branchin: 
tendrils, delicate as frost-work upon the 
window panc. The bride’s traveling 
dress was of stamped black velvet 
trimmed with bands of Russiau sable, 
and surmounted by a black velvet togue, 
also timmed with fur, and with a single 
bird with dove-colored and golden green 
plumage. The cost of the whole tros~ 
seau had amounted to $100,000. Forthe 
bride’s mother, the Grand Duchess of Sax 
Welmar, a ruby velvet dress had been 
prepared, covered almost entirely with 
the reat point de Venise, that antique 
lace of cardinals and cunvents, the 
secret of whose manufacture is lost. 
What these broad flounces, delicate as 
carvings in ivory, might be worth, I did 
not attempt to surmise. I only know 
that in the palmy days before tine war, 
in Philadelphia, a collar and sleeves in 
such lace were sold by Levy for 6120, 
and are now in my possess ion. A court 
dress made for the grund duchess was 
shown; the train was of pale green satin, 
bordered with a broad band of embroid. 
ery in silver, the threads of Which, being 
of pure metal, had resisted the action of 
time, for this train had been a gift to the 
lady from her imperial godmother, one 
of the late empresses of Russia. It was 
lined throughout with ermine, and must 
have been no small weight to carry. The 
dress it was to be worn over was of 
white satin, covered with flounces ino 
white net, embroidered with silver flow- 
ers to match those on the train; these 
flounccs being of modern manufacture
